It’s Michigan’s longest- 
running point-to-point 
cross-country ski race, and 
continuing a tradition that 
began in 1977, the 44th An- 
nual White Pine Stampede 
takes place on Saturday, 
February 1, starting at 
Mancelona High School and 
ending at Schuss Village 
and the Summit at Shanty 
Creek. Participants can 
choose between a 50k or 20k 
race, or a 10k timed tour. So 
there is something for every 
level of skier to enjoy. 

The White Pine Stampede 
was founded based on the 
dream of Gus Knopnicki, 
who wanted to create a 
marathon cross-country ski 
race traversing four north- 
ern Lower Michigan coun- 
ties. He presented the idea 
to the Mancelona Chamber 
of Commerce in 1976, and 
two of the four proposed 
counties decided to partici- 
pate, so the course was set 
through acres of White 
Pines in Crawford and 
Antrim counties, which in- 
spired the event’s name. 

By 1981, the race was held 
solely in Antrim County, 
and upon completion of the 
new Mancelona High School 
in 1985, the start was moved 
to its present location. That 
was the same year White 
Pine Stampede organizers 
began donating a portion of 
entry fees to Children’s Hos- 
pital of Michigan. 

Entry Fee is $85 for the 
45K and 20K races while the 
10K tour costs $40. Entrants 
receive an event t-shirt 
when they register as long 
as supplies last. Finishers 
of each event will also re-

The Veteran of the month of 
January 2020, is Charles 
Willard McPherson. Born May 
2, 1932 in Ottawa County, 
Michigan to parents Levi 
“Lee” and Arabelle Brown 
McPherson. In 1935 his family 
moved to Spring Lake Michi- 
gan, and in 1940 they moved to 
Robinson Michigan. Both com- 
munities near Grand Haven, 
Michigan.

the existing GLE headquarters 
and will house the utility’s op- 
erations staff, equipment and 
vehicles. The second building 
addition will be constructed to 
the west, in the former Carter’s 
building footprint, and will 
house GLE’s 24/7 dispatch cen- 
ter as well as accounting and 
engineering offices. The cur- 
rent headquarters building 
will sustain some remodeling 
to accommodate the growing 
utility workforce and 
Truestream internet network 
operations center and staff. A 
potential new meeting and 
boardroom space are also in- 
cluded in the plan drawings to 
the east of the existing building 
but are not part of the initial 
phase of construction. 

Work has already begun on 
the project with the demolition 
of the former Carter’s Food 
Center building in late 2019. A 
groundbreaking for the new 
building will take place in the 
coming months and construc- 
tion will commence soon after.
